NEW ORLEANS MURDERERS’ SCHEMES. 


Bauer Accuses His Victim’s Husband and 
Deschamps Tries Insanity. 

New Orteans, La., April 12.—[Special.]— 
Two New Orleans condemned murderers are 
trying novel schemes to save their lives. 
Philip Bauer and Etienne Deschamps have 
both been condemned to hang April 22. Bauer 
murdered Mrs. Nelson, the wife of his em- 


| ployer, after attempting to rob Nelson. The 


Supreme Court refused to disturb the verdict 
of guilty, and the Hoard of Pardons also 
unanimously decided against him. After ex- 
hausting the aid of lawyers and private detec- 
tives Joseph Maille, another lawyer, has been 
employed, and« he and Bauer’s brother have 
planned a bold stroke which will hardly prove 
effective in view of Gov. Nicholls’ constant ef- 
forts to have the cases finally settled before 
his term of office expires. Bauer and Maille 
today swore out an affidavit against Neil Nel- 
son forthe murder of his wife, elaimuig to 
have positive proof. If they can succeed in 
getting a court to seriously entertain the affi- 
davit they intend to apply to the Governor for 
a stay of proceedings. With the case once re- 
opened they expect to have an excellent 
chance of saving Bauer’s life by creating 
doubt in the minds of the next Board of Par- 
dons, everf if Nelson is not convicted. 

In the Deschamps case, the magnetic doctor 
who chloroformed and assaulted a 13-year-old 
patient, the old Frenchman is evidently very 
little concerned about his fate. The only 
d8ubt in his favor was as to his sanity, and 
Coroner Lemonnier unhesitatingly ‘declared 
against the insanity supposition. The courts 
and Board of Pardons also scouted the insan- 
ity idea, although Attorney-General Rogers 
differed .with the board. After the whole 
question had been settled and the date of the 
hanging fixed Dr. J. G. Hava, a prominent 
Spanish scientist who wrote a pamphlet op- 
posing Coroner Lemonnier’s views, obtained 
permission for himself and some medical 
friends to act as a volunteer commission and 
examine Deschamps. They declare Des-

Spurious Notes for $2,500 at Omaha—He

There are innumerable charges of forgery 
against him. and this is the cause ascribed for 
his sudden disappearance from the city.

SENATOR CHANDLER CALLS UP HIS 
RECORD.

Illinois’ Democratic Senator Com plimented 
on His Acts as a Republican—The Dec- 
laration That Logan Was Elected by a 
Trick Warmly Scored—Palmer’s Elec- 
tion Not an Expression of the Popular 
Will—Why Did Moore and Cockrell 
Turn ?—The General’s Answer. 

Wasnineron, D. C., April 12.— Special. ]— 

Senator John M. Palmer missed the chance 

of his life today. He might have put a mile- 

stone in his Senatorial bareer by telling all 
he knew about the influences which caused 

Moore and Cockrell to elect him Senator. 

But he did not. He traveled away from the 

direct issue at a railroad speed, curved around 

it, and landed thousands of miles.off, It was 
nota good day for the “Gladstone of the 

West. 

The occasion of the debate was the Sena- 
tor’s joint resolution proposing a constitu- 
tional amendment. for the election of United 

States Senators by the people. Senator 

Chandler of New Hampshire had given notice 

that he would address the Senate on that sub- 

ject today, Chandler used to be called ma- 
licious, but today he was calm and 
pleasant. He was opposed to the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment on several 
grounds. It would lead toa Federal election 
law, to which, of course, the Democfatic Sena- 
tors would never agree. It would be followed 
by the popular election of President and 
Vice-President, and this would be a step in 
the wrong direction, especially under our 
present corrupted suffrage. Further than 
this, the evils now complained of which are 
alleged to corrupt legislatures would not be 
done away with. Rich men would continue 
to come to the Senate. Senator Chandler 
gave a good many instances in which rich 
men have been chosen Governors of States, 
and he thought that the same result would 
follow if Senators were elected by the popular 
vote. Having laid down same general propo- 
sitions, Senator Chandler got around to the 
junior Senator from Illinois. Itis possible 
that when Gen. Palmer made his speech sev- 
eral weeks ago he did not know what an im- 
mense. amount of self-gloriflcation he was put- 
ting into it. 
Not by the Popular Will of lindois. 
Senator Chandler held in his hand a copy of 
the Congressional Record with marked por- 
tzons of that speech to which he from time to 
time referred. He undertook to show that 

Palmer was not in the Senate by virtue of the 

popular will of Iilmois. He picked up a copy 


of the Congressional directory and turned to 


the biography of Senator Palmer written by 
the Senator himself. It is the longest biogra- 
phy of all the 400 Congressmen. Chandler 
went over the points in it, commmending much 
that Palmer said of himself, He didn’t quite 
see why John Brown’s’raid should have caused 
Mr. Palmer to be defeated for Congress by a 
majority of 4,000, as the bwgraphy states. 
But he accepted the fact, “and as he was 
running on the. Republican. ticket he went 
down in a good cause.“ Chandler then quoted 
from Gen. Palmer’s military record, always 
referrmg to him as the “ distinguished 
soldier. He commented on the fact that the 
directory did not show whether Palmer had 
been elected Governor of Illinois as a Demo- 
erat or as a Republican. —

Senator Palmer interjected with a show of 
his habitual egotism. He said: I repudiate 
auy statement or all statements: as the doc- 
trine or property of any political party. They 
are my own thoughts; I spoke them myself.“ 

That does not alter my admiration for 
such magnificent utterances, replied Sena- 
tor Chandler, and then he went on to quote 
from Senator Palmer’s speech to show that 
the movement for his election was not neces- 
sarily a popular one, as it had been origi- 
nated by the Democratic State Central com- 
mittee as a piece of political tactics. Chand- 
ler then quoted the figures to show that the 
Illinois Democracy, after Palmer had made 
a canvass, did not have a majority either of 
the Legislature or of the pophlar vote. One 
hundred and one is nota mpjority of 204,” 
he remarked dryly. Senator Palmer inter- 
rupted to say that he had claimed a plurality 
of the popular votes, and not a majority. 
„% Precisely,’’ remarked Chandler. The dis- 
tinguished gentleman did not have a majority 
of anything.”

He quoted Cockrell’s declarations and also 
Moore’s, that they would vote neither for 
Palmer nor for Farwell, He said he would 
not enter into the question how those two 
votes elected, but he doubted whether they 
came over, a8 Senator Palmer stated, because 
they favored the popular election of United 
States Senators. Senator Chandler sarcas- 
tically noted Senator Palmer’s omission to 
say that both men had been pledged to vote 
against him. He could not gee how, in view 
of these pledges,| the votes for Palmer could 
be construed as 4 tribute to popular senti- 
went.

How Palmer Claims a Majority. 

Returnmg to the main subject, Senator 
Palmer said that Senator Chandler reminded 
him of an old Baptist preacher he once knew 
who could preach against slavery and drink- 
ing whisky from any text in the Bible. The 
New Hampshire Senator, by implication, 
could find eause for decrying popularelections 
from any circumstance. 

Regarding thé IIlinois Legislature, he said 
that the popular will was reflected in his elec- 
tion. There were 204 members, of whom 
three were Republican holdover Senators, rep- 
resenting districts that he had carried in 1890 
on the popular vote. These were the Peoria, 
Hancock, and Coles districts. Senator 
Palmer said that he had resigned from 
the State Senate in 1856, when he joined 
the Republican party, because he held 
that the people who bad elected 
him as an anti-Nebraska Democrat, 
were entitled to have a Democrat continue to 
represeat them. If that doctrine had been ad- 
hered to by the three Republican. State Sen- 
ators he would have had a clear majority in the 
Legislature. It did not seem to occur to Sen- 
ator Palmer that if the same doctrine had 
been held to. Moore and Cockrell, who had 
pledged themselves before election to vote 
against him, should also have resigned sooner 
than vote for him. But the truth is that Sen- 
ator Palmer’s memory seems to be an abso- 
lute biank regarding Moore and Cockrell. In 
his remarks today he did not undertake to say 
whether they had played poker or not, or 
whether State Treasurer Wilson’s campaign 
expenses had any ‘bearing on the Farmers’ 
Alliance. It was easier to forget the whole 
matter. 

Senator Cullom took part briefly in the dis- 
cussion. He did not care to go into the gen- 
eral subject, but he did not intend that there 
should be any misunderstanding as to the 
hororable election of Gen. Logan after that 
memorable contest in 1885. 6 


LIBEL CASE IN THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


Thomas Whitelaw Claims His Schooner La 
Ninfa Was Iliegsally Seized. 

San Franctsoo, Cal., Aprit 12,—The case of 
the schooner La Ninfa, Thomas Whitelaw, 
owner, against which a libel suit was filed ins 
the United States District Court of Alaska 
Aug. 25, 1891, for having been unlawfully en- 
geged in sealing in Bering Sea, is before the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals. Judge 
Bugbee of the Alaska court orlered the vessel 
condemned and forfeited to the United States 
Government, but Whitelaw tukes exceptions 
on the ground that the court had no jurisdic- 
tion, the alleged offense having taken place 
beyond one marine league from shore; and 
that the act under which the schooner was 
seized is unconstitutional, in that it restricts 
free navigation in Bering Sea for fishing and

DR. KEELEY’S CERTIFICATE RESTORED. 


Gov. Fifer Reverses the Action of the State 
Board of Health. | 

Spriveritgetp, III., April 12.— [Special. }—In 

the matter of the appeal of Dr. Leslie E. 

Keeley of Dwight from the action of the State 

Board of Health in revoking his certificate, 

Gov. Fifer’ has reversed the action of the 


June 30, 1881, and from an examination 
of the transcript of the records and 
proceedings in the case the Governor 
says that it appears that the certifi- 
cate was revoked without such notice and trial 
as the law requires and without a proper find- 
ing upon the facts. The revocation under 
such circumstances was unauthorized and yvid. 
The Governor says: In support of the views 
here announced I cite the case of The People, 
for the use of the State Board of Health, vs. 
John C. MeCoy, 125 III., page 89. In that case, 
Justice Scott delivering the opinion, the court 
held that, while the State Board of Health 
has the power to revoke a certificate for un- 


act or conduct that would in the common 
judgment. be deemed unprofessional or dis- 
honorable must he proved upon trial and after 
timely notice. doctrine laid down by the 
court in this case seems reasonable, and both 
the Executive and the State Board of Health 
must be governed by it. The action of the 
board in the revocation of Dr. Keeley’s cer- 
tificate, for the reasons above stated, is there- 
fore reversed.”’

HUNDREDS OF LIVES HAVE BEEN LOST.

Appalling Nature of the Floods in Southern 
Rivers—Inland Seas. 

Nasuvitiz, Tenn., April 12.—The appalling 
character of the floods in Northern Mississippi 
is just beginning to be realized. Hundreds of 
lives have been lost. Last night one man 
rowed several miles in the dark on a raft with 
twenty-six bodies that he picked up, The 
flood came so suddenly that none were pre- 
pared. Sixteen small streams in Northern 
Mississippi became raging torrents within 
a few hours and swelled the already full banks 
of the Coosa and Tembigbee Rivers into in- 
land seas. All sorts of craft are being impro- 
vised to go to the rescue of the stirvivors, who 
are perched on the highest ground without 
food or shelter. The loss of property is in- 
caiculable at present. There is no exaggera- 
tion, however, in the statement that it will be 
over $1,000,000, 

New Orveans, La., April 12.—The reported 
loss of life and property by the floods on the 
Tombigbee River has been confirmed. The 
citizens of Loundes County, Miss., have peti- 
tioned Congressman Allen to ask the govern- 
ment for aid, as their own means are inade- 
quate to the needs of the homeless people. 
The loss of life is variously estimated at from 
50 to 200. The loss of live stock and crops 18 
beyond computation at present, but will be 
enormous. Meager Getails only are obtaina- 
ble, as communication is cut off from the 
flooded section. 

CotumsBus, Miss., April 12.—The death and 
desolation caused by the flood have so demol- 
ished the entire population that the days are 

uiet and business as idle as any Sabbath. 
While interest is resumed with the northeast- 
ern part of the county, still the city is water- 
bound from every other direction. Later re- 
ports rather enlarge than diminish previous 
estimates of loss of life and destruction of 
property. A general idea of the effects of the 
flood can be stated in this way: 

A belt of country ranging from five to fif- 
teen miles wide, running north and south, a 
range through the county, is one stretch of 
débris made up of ruins of houses, fences, and 
carcasses of stock, and it is duubtful whether 
there. are left standing in that belt a dozen 
houses. The pitiful scenes of the last few days 
have opened the hearts of all, and public and 
private charity prevents the cruel suffering of 
those who were rescued. But great need for 
help will come when the water subsides, and 
there will be left in this place 1,000 to 1,200 
negroes who will have not one cent and no 
credit, and the places that were their homes 
nothing but mud holes. .

Real-Estate Trade on the Burial Lot of the 
First President’s Mother, 

Ricamonp, Va., April 12.—The Virginia 
Supreme Court of Appeals heard arguments 
in the case involving the allegation that an op- 
tion had been given on the lot in which is the 
grave of the mother of George Washington. 
The records show that Feb. 28, 1889, the de- 
fendant, Shepherd, gave Kirtley & Kolbert, a 
real-estate firm of Fredericksburg, an option 
for the purchase of the lot. The sum men- 
tioned was $2,500, which was to include 
also the monument, which had been 
contributed by a new York man but 
had never been completed.

sity of Chicago Marked by a Big Mass 


Meeting at the Auditorium—President 


Northrap Receives Warm Praise — 
Speeches on Educational Topics—Trib- 
utes Paid to Indefatigable Educators, 
Fifteen hundred people were gathered in the 
Auditorium last évening to attend the Baptist 
mass-meeting which was held under the au- 
spices of the Chicago Baptist Social Union in 
celebration of the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the Baptist Union Theological Seminary and its 


incorporation into the University of Chicago. 
In the language of the Rev. L. A. Crandall, D. 


D., of Cleveland, who made one of the hap- 
piest addresses of the evening. it was a grand 
concourse of guests assembled to witness the 
nuptials of the divinity school, a blushing 
bride of twenty-five summers, with the forth- 
coming great University of Chicago, the 


|| groom of two years. 


The Auditorium stage was filled with the 
pastors of Baptist churches in Chicago and 
other cities throughout the Northwest. 

Willard A. Smith, the President of the Chi- 
cago Baptist Social Union, presided over the 
meeting, and upon either side of him were the 
Rev. Wayland Hoyt, D. D., of Minneapolis, 
Minn., the Rev. L. A. Crandall, D. D., of 
Cleveland, O., and Albion W. Small, Ph. D., 
President of Colby University at Waterville, 
Me. 

Dr. Hoyt of Minneapolis delivered the 
opening add He spoke on The Educa- 
tional Outlook from a Baptist Point of View.’ 
Religious liberty, he said, was a structural, 
Baptist doctrine. He spoke strongly in favor 
of the real and radical separation of the Church 
and the State as a principle in the Baptist 


' faith. The foundation of the republic, he said, 


rested upon the public schools, which supplied 
the imperious, need of a self-ruling inteli- 
gence in the people themselves. He rode 
rough shod over the subtle warfare against the 
publię schools carried on by what he termed 
an immigrating Catholic hierarchy. Ther. Dr. 
Hoyt eulogized the new Chicago University 
and,its President. 

Alter Dr. Hoyt’s address came a solo, 
Judith,“ sung by Mrs. Clara E. Shilton, and 
then the Rev. Dr. Crandall of Cleveland spoke 
on the Twofold Function of the School.“ 
These functions, he said, were, first, to give 
an impulse, and, second, to give direction to 
intellectual activity—not to supply a demand 
that does exist, but to create a demand 
that does not exist. He insisted that the Chi- 
cago University was placed at the vantage 
point of the new world, where it would 
act as an impulse and a director 
to a grand people. It would teach peopie 


to know God and ignore the dictate of 


Pope, ** Learn thyself to know, presume not 
God to scan. If God must be ignored in 
the schools of the State, he said, it was time 
for the people to turn from the schools of the 
State to the schools of the church, where the 
manliness and greatness of God would be im- 
pressed upon the youth. 

President Small of Colby University ad- 
dressed the meeti on The University 
Ideal.“ The university, he shid, in its ideal 
and its realization, ha n relation to the peo- 
ple wider than the denomination itself. It 
would have the ‘attachment of men of all 
faiths and ideas because it dared to be the 
broadest of educational institutions. 

At the close of the meeting resolutions con- 
vey ing to President Northrup'the assurance of 
the admiration of the union for his efforts of 
twenty-five years, and con ratulations upon 
the opening of a broader fiela in the entrance 
of the seminary into the University of Chi- 
cago were offered by Jesse Baldwin and sec- 
onded with short speeches by Dr. Lawrence 
and De. Henson of the First Baptist Church. 
They were unanimously adopted and Presi- 


dent Northrup responded with a short speech.

A fifteen-inch 
pipe is said to be capable of carrying 10,000 
tons of coal dust per day, besides the water 
required to carry it in suspension, to say noth- 
ing of the other water necessary to float the 
scheme. It is open to question if the cost of 
crushing the coal into powder at Connellsville, 
evaporating the water at New York, and mak- 
ing the muddy residuum into bricks, to be 
afterwards kiln dried, would not exceed the 
cost of rail transportation between the ter- 
mini of the line, to say nothing of the expense 
of pumpmg and the risk of clogging up the 
pipe en route, There is, however, one way in 
which the thing could be made to pay. If 
constructed ostensibly as a coal line and then 
used for the transportation of petroleum it 
might be made a grand commercial success. 
Of course the object of the involved evasion 
can be understood easily. The building of an 
oil pipe line, advertised as such, between the 
points named, could only be accomplished by 
carrying it over the dead body of the Stand- 
ard Oil, or that of somebody connected with 
that monster monopoly. The chances are 
that it cannot be done any way as proposed. 
The eyes of Standard Oil will be upon the 
manipuletors, and any such intention as the 
one named would be shrewdly guessed at in 
time to prevent the country from getting away 
from under the thumbs of the Standard mag-

WAR VESSELS ON THE LAKES. 
Senator McMillan of Michigan has present- 
ed to the Senate a petition from prominent 
ship builders on the great lakes asking for the 


early and complete abrogation of the treaty 


of 1817 with Great Britain, which limits the 
naval force to be maintained on the lakes by 
either country to four vessels, “‘ not exceeding 
190 tens burden and armed with one 18-pound- 
er cannon,” one of the four for Lake Ontario, 
one for Lake Champlain, and two for the 
upper lakes. The petition was supplemented 
by a resolution, one object of which is to dis- 
cover whether the rejection of the bids of cer- 
tain builders at Bay City for the construction 
of a practice vessel was due to the desire nat 
to violate this treaty, and the other to inquire 
into the action of the Dominion Government 
in building several large and swift revenue 
cutters, which in reality are light-draft gun- 
boats and could easily be converted into war 
vessels. 

In the matter of the treaty of 1817 there al. 
ready is a conflict of opinion between the 
Treasury and State Departments, the former 
holding that it is alveady abrogated, as Presi- 
dent Lincoln gave the six months’ notice Nov. 
23, 1864, and his action was ratified by Con- 
gress Feb. 9, 1865. But the notice was with 
drawn prior to the expiration of the six 
months by Mr. Seward after an agreement 
with the British Minister that the treaty in 
regard to armament on the lakes should ro- 

main practically in force. As it has now 
been in force’ twenty-seven years and as both 
governments have acquiesced in it during that 
time it hardly can be claimed that the treaty 
is abrogated. The merits of the question, 
however, do not turn upon the abrogation of 
the treaty. If the Canucks are building pow: 
erful and swift revenue cutters which can be 
converted into war vessels nothing stands in 
the way of our government doing the same, 
But suppose our government should give the 
necessary six months’ notice and abrogate the 
treaty at the expiration of that period, how 
mach better off should we be? The moment 
the treaty expired there are fifty British iron- 
clad, high power, ocean gunboats which could 
pass through the Welland Canal into all the 
upper lakes. Repeal the treaty and Great 
Britain would probably keep twenty or thirty 
of these high power warships on the lakes 
where they could protect the canals and be 
most potential in case of need. The treaty 


of 1817 keeps gunboats out of the lakes; its | 


abrogation’ would let them in. Then the 
question at once arises would the United 
States have war fleets powerful enough to 
cope with the vessels the British would be 
able to run into the lakes at the first indica- 
tion of hostilities? By no possibility can the 
United States build a lake fleet capable of 
protecting the lake cities and commerce in 
less than four or five years, because England 
would immediately begin constructing more 
ironclads and enlarging the Welland Canal 
locks and channel to let in a still more power- 
ful fleet. It would quickly place itself in a 
position to overpower and destroy the weaker 
American fleet. Uniess Congress is willing to 


| appropriate at least 200 millions to be put into 


a fleet with the utmost speed, working night 
and day, and to cover the harbors with strong 
forts to protect the ship-yards and gunboats, 
it had better not notify England that the treaty 
of 1817 stands annulled after six munths’ no- 
tice. .

HOW TO DEAL WITH THE SUGAR TRUST. 

The present duty on refined sugar is half a 
cent a pound. It keeps out the foreign prod- 
uct entirely. highest estimate of the 
cost of refining sugar in this country does not 


place it at more than five-eighths of acenta 


pound. Probably it is much lower than that. 
But whatever the cost may be, the sugar trust 


short of the point where foreign sugar would 
begin to come in, 

Considering the grand scale on which sugar 
refining is carried on in this country, the con- 
centration of the business in a few establish- 
ments, and the resulting economy, it is not un- 
likely that it costs just about as much to re- 
fine sugar abroad as it does here. Three years 
ago one of the Havemeyers testified that it 
cost a quarter of a cent a pound more to re- 


fine sugar in this country than in England. 


That makes it certain that the difference was 
not greater than a quarter ofa cent. Accord- 
ing to the same authority the cost of refining 
was a little less in Germany than in England. 
It follows, therefore, that if the sugar trust 
had had a protection of half acenta pound 
in 1889, and had raw sugars been free, it would 
have had more protection than it required. 
Since 1889 the cost of refining in this country 
has decreased more than in Europe because of 
the economies of the trust and its absolute 
control of the raw sugar market. Therefore 
itis impossible to see why any Senator or 
Representative should vote against a bill to 
cut down the duty on refined sugar at least a 
half, it would probably do no harm to re- 
move it entirely, but it is certain that the 
sugar trust would not be ruined were it to be 
reduced greatly. It would simply lose its 
present power to pay dividends on watered 
stock and give enormous | bonuses to rivals 
whom it buys out in order to obliterate do- 
mestic competition. 

It is estimated that the cash value of the 
properties of the trust is $35,000,000, while the 
gross profit last year was twenty-five and a 
half millions. Stating it mildly this is ex- 
cessive, for it is over 70 per cent. It seems as 
if the entire tariff might be taken off and the 
sugar trust still] make a fair profit on capital 
actually invested, though it would not be abie 
to pay its present dividends on watered stock. 
The promptest, most effectual, and easiest 
way to deal with the trust is to cut the duty in 
two, and if it turns out a’ few months hence 
that it is still using the duty as a means of ex- 
torting money from the consumers it can be 
swept away altogether. The controlling mem- 
bers of the trust are Democrats, but that 
should not deter the Democratic House from 
giving it a black eye. 


STEALING THE ELECTORAL VOTE OF NEW 
YORK, | 

A Washington dispatch to a local Demo- 
cratic paper says: 

The leading New York Democrats in Congress 
have in contemplation a plan which, if putin 
execution, will make it unnecessary for the citi- 
zens of that State to vote next fall for President. 
The scheme is to have the Presidential Electors 
chosen by the Legislature. Such a plan would 
insure thé election of Democratic Electors. They 
have consulted high legal authorities, all of whom 
assured them that the plan is undoubtedly consti- 
tutional. South Carolina before the war chose 
its Electors in that way and the plan was not 
questioned. 

Early in the year such a story was afloat 
and Senator Hill in reply toa question said 
the Democrats did not intend to do anything 
of the kind. That proved nothing, however, 
because if he thought it advisable to tell a 
falsehood he would not hesitate to do so. But 
there has been a change in the state of affairs 
in New York since the beginning of January. 
Then the united Democracy was glorifying 
Senator Hill and his theft of the Legislature, 
and appeared to have forgotten Cleveland. At 
present a large section of the party is busied 
in denouncing the larcenous Senator, though 
finding no fault with the larceny, and not 
offering to restore the stolen goods. Judging 
by the vote at the spring elections the major- 
ity of the citizens of New York are prepared 
to vote against Hill, Cleveland, or any other 
Democrat who; may be nominated for the 
Presidency. 

But the Democrats areal have New York in 
order to wins The defeat of the world, the 
flesh, and the devil—otherwise the New York 
World, Cleveland, and the Democracy—in 
Rhode Island. has shown them that they can 
expect nothing in New England. They have 
no idea of making any gains in the West 
which can compensate for the loss of New 
York, There is unquestionably a great desire 
on the part of the Democrats who are hunger- 
ing after the offices to see the New York Leg- 
islature deprive the people of the right to 
choose Electors and exercise it themselves. 
About the only thing which stands in the way 
is the fact set forth by President Harrison in 
his message where he said: 


If a Legislature chosen in one year upon purely 
local questions should, pending a Presidential 
rescind the law for a choice npona 
general ticket and provide for the choice of Elec- 
tors by the Legislature, and this trick should de- 
termine the result, it is not too much to say that 
the public peace might be ¢geriously and widely 
endangered. 


But for the fear that the public peace might 
be endangered the Democratic managers 
would insist with one voice that the Demo- 
crats in the New York Legislature “ must do 
their duty and steal the Electoral votes of 
the State for the party candidate. It may be 
that as the contest waxes warmer and their 
chances of success grow more desperate they 
will insist on the theft. It is reasonably cer- 
tain, however, that nothing will be done until 
the Hill and Cleveland men are through with 
the fight they are carrying on now. The great 


pressure will come later, after the convention | 
has met, and the need of the Electoral vote of 
New York is even more clearly seen than it is 


now.

Happily one of the 
tariff bills which the House has passed will 
come up for consideration in the Senate be- 
fore long and then he will have a chance to 
tell just where he stande—whether he is for 
“tariff for revenue only,” the customs 
revenues to be obtained by placing duties on 
tea, coffee, sugar, and other non-competitive 


products, or whether he is for a tariff which 


will levy some duties on foreign competing 
manufactures and thus give some protec- 
tion to American manufacturers. 


SMOKE PREVENTION. 

The smoke-preventing tests on the tug W. 
L. Ewing are pronounced to have been so suc- 
cessful as to warrant the hope that the nui- 
sance of smoking tugs on the Chicago River 
will soon be a thing of the past. The device 


used is a series of steam jets, each from a 


sinall pipe inclosed in a larger one, the result 
being that the steam carries with it a quantity 
of air into the gases, which are so highly heat- 
ed as to be ready to take fire provided the re- 
quired quantity of oxygen be supplied before 
the gases have passed out of the range of high 
temperature necessary to combustion. Opin- 
ions are divided on several points, among 
which are the cost of the process, the objec- 
tionable noise made by the steam injectors, 
and thé possibility of the boiler being injured 
by the action of the vaporized water outside 
it, though internally the same vapor does no 
harm. But there is hardly a question as tothe 
efficiency of the device in solving the problem 
of smoke prevention on tugs provided that, all 
things considered, the process does not in- 


volve so much additional cost as to render it 


impracticable on account of the expense inci- 
dent to its operation. There is no strong rea- 
son to suppose that this item of cost will be an 
insuperable obstacle, since the use of the 
steam jet in another way 1s not found to de- 
crease the amount of power derivable from 
the unit weight of fuel. 

The application of this or some kindred de- 
vice to the tug and locomotive, and of the 
down-draft furnace to stationary boilers, 
promises to solve the whole of the smoke 
problem. It is not to be expected that either 
or both will prevent the emission of small 
quantities of smoke at times, but the men 
who advocate the suppression of the smoke 
nuisance are well aware of this, and do not 
ask for the impossible. They have, however, 
in the course of a few weeks of experimenta- 
tion established the claim that at least nine- 
tenths of the smoke ordinarily emitted in the 
process of making st#am is entirely unnec- 
essary, and that the power wasted by allow- 
ing that smoke to escape is so much loss which 
may be saved without increasing the total 
cost of steam producing. This is stating the 
caso mildly, as the balance of testimony 
favors the claim that the down-draft furnace 
is really an economizer, and there is as yet no 
proof that the other process is not so. 

It may now be accepted as a settled con- 
clusion that wherever the down draft process 
of firing can be employed it is an efficient 
eure for the evil complained of, and saves a 
considerable expenditure of fuel per unit of 
power generated without any corresponding 
increase of cost for the process as a whole; 
That is, the down-draft plan is available in 
the case of every stationary boiler in the city, 
and its adoption should be pressed hone upon 
the attention of steammakers right up to the 
point at which they will make the required 
change of furnace as quickly as the individ- 
ual conditions will permit, while all new plants 
should be required to be constructed for 
down-draft combustion. This settled, a most 
important point will have been gained. We 
shall then be on the way towards securing a 
clearer atmosphere, and by the time for open- 
ing the World’s Fair will have achieved no 
small proportion of the reform aimed at. 
Quite possibly by that date the tugs and the 
locomotives will also have been brought into 
line as a result of the experimental trials re- 
cently and now in progress. 


PROTECTING RESIDENCE DISTRICTS FROM 
SALOONS, 

The Judiciary committee of the Council did 
better than was expected of it when it agreed 
to report back favorably the ordinance requir- 
ing persons who wish toestablish saloons in 
residence districts to get the consent of a ma- 
jority of the property-owners and household- 
ers. The ordinance was modified, however, 
so that it does not apply to saloons already 
run.ing, and the provision was also stricken 
out requiring a saloonkeeper to get a majority 
petition to have his license renewed in case a 
fourth of the property-owners petition against 
the renewal. This wasdqne on the assump- 
tion that if a man got a license he would run 
his place properly. Experience has shown 
that this is not always the case. 

If the saloon ordinances were to be rigidly 
enforced and a man were to be deprived of his 
license when it was shown that he had violated 
them these amendments would not be special- 
ly mischievous and the ordinance as modified 
would at least have the desirable result of 
freeing from invasion residence districts in 
which there are no saloons now, or of prevent- 
ing an increase in the number, if there are 
any already. It would be well, however, to 
consult the Corporation Counsel and see 
whether in the light of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the prohibition district case a 
distinction can be made lawfully between a 
man who asks for a new license and one who 
asks for the renewal of an old one. If the two 
can be legally put on a different footing then 
the passage of the ordinance, even as modi- 
fied, would be along step forward and would 
save a great deal of property from being 
forced down m value. 

The ordinance in its present shape will go 
before the new Council where it will probably 
fare better than it would in the outgoing one, 
where its defeat was certain. 
keeping Aldermen may be relied on to oppose 
it. Mr. Rohde, the reform Alderman from the 
Ninth, who keeps a saloon himself, expressed 
his sentiments with admirable frankness. He 
said: I would rather have a saloon in my 
block than a church, a church is louder than a 
saloon and a bigger nuisance. I goto bed at 
3 o’clock in the morning and the bells wake 
me up before 7. If this interesting member 
of the legislative branch of the city govern- 
ment were to close his saloon at midnight he 
would “be able to get to bed a little earlier. 
Property owners and citizens generally ,may 
be a little shocked by these remarks of Mr. 
Rohde, but they ought to be thankful to him 
for giving everyone so clear an insight into the 
motives which govern saloonkeepers, and 
showing bow indifferent they are to all inter- 
ests which clash with their desire to keep open 
as many hours as possible and sell the greatest 
quantity of whisky. Ones let the people get 
to understand fully that the saloon men con- 
sidef their saloon more respectable and more 
deserving of encouragement than a church, 
and they will manage to curb the pretensions

Democratic Keonomy Illustrated. 

For a Congress bent oh retrenchment in public 
expenditures a River and Harbor bill carrying 
nearly $21,000,000 is rather astounding. Twenty 
years ago the introduction of such a bill would 
have brought a clamor of protest from the whole 
country. For the year ending June 30, 1871, the 
sum appropriated to rivers and harbors was 
$3,445,900; for the year 1872 it was $4,407,500; for 
1873 it was $5,588,000. Even for the year ending 
June 30, 1881, the amount was ouly $8,976,500. Two 
year later Congress made its notorious raid on 
the Treasury by passing a River and Harbor bill 
of $18,743,875. A storm of popular disapproval 
arose and made itself felt in the autumn elections. 
Member after member who had supported that 
bill went down under public indignation, and at 
the following session no River and Harbor bili 
was enacted. 7 

Yet now a bill of $21,000,000 is drawn up by the 
River and Harbor committee, and it is compla- 
cently pointed out that this does not equal the 
record of the billion Congress, itis a familiar 
experience, also, that such bills grow during their 
progress through the two Houses. The Senate 
has already passed special river bills involv

WANT A ONE-CENT POSTAGE RATE. 


Four Thousand Chicxgo Business Firms 
Sign Petitions for the Reduction, 

Lengthy petitions asking Congress to pass 
the bill for a reduction of the postage to one 
cent for letters were forwarded to Washington 
About 4,000 business firms in 
Chicago signed the petitions, which have been 
circulated in every large city in the State, 
The petitions are addressed to Senator Palmer 
and Congressman Post, who are urged to 
work for the passage of the bill. John R. 
Patterson, ex-editor of the United States 
Mail, who has been pushing the work of se- 
cur names to the petitions, says he has re- 
ceived assurances from 156 Congressmen that 
they will vote for the bill. The petitions, after 
pointing out the great need of one-cent post- 
age, especially in the large cities, make an 
attack on Postmaster-General Wanamaker’s 
schemes fer postal telegraph, postal savings 
banks, and rural free delivery. 

Give us a wise, judicious, and economical 
administration of the postal service,“ the pe- 
titions read, ** divested of theoretical schemes 
of very questionable utility, and our letters can 
easily be carried at one cent per ounce. We 
say this not as «Demoérats or Republicans, 
but as citizens of a common country.“ It is 
pointed out that there are less than forty 
cities in the United States where the receipts 
from local postage are more than the cost of 
free delivery, and the petitioners do not favor 
an extension of free delivery to cities of 5,000

Progress Being Made on the Four-Mile 
Tunnel— Work in Lake View. 

At the close of last week 1,740 feet of the 
four-mile tunnel remained to be constructed, 
and at the average rate of progress of the last 
few months the tunnel will be completed to 
the four- mile crib before July 1, although sev- 
eral months’ work of cleaning and repaving 
will remain. Assistant City Engineer Feind 
said yesterday: 

In the week ending April 2 the contractor 
made 79.1 feet from the shore heading and 99.4 
feet from the lake heading, a total of 178.5 
feet, and in the week ending April 9 he made 
93.5 feet from the shore heading and 95 feet 
from the lake heading, a total of 188.5 feet. 
More progress would have been made these 
weeks but we had to stop the work to make 
sure of alignment, necessary in view of the 
fact that the two headings are approaching so 
close together, The average progress is nearer 
220 feet a week. | 

In the Lake View tunnél forty feet were 
constructed in the week ending April 2, mak- 
ing a total of 5,833 feet. About as much more 
was done last week, but Mr. Feind had not 
received the report.

A condition on which Arnold insisted 
was that he should not be obliged to come to 
Canada to take possession. Gov. Simcoe in 
a letter to Mr, John King, Under Secretary of 
State, speaks disparagingjy of Gen. Arnold, 
and says that Arnoid.was very obnoxious to the 
loyalists... Ibe grant of land was never made. 
There is an interesting mention of the ques- 
tion which was before the Legislature of Low- 
er Canada in 1798 of the disposal which was to 
be made of the Jesuit States after the death or

Negotiations are now on foot which, if com- 
pleted, will give the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago, Pan-Haudle, and Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern railroads entrancé to 
the World's Fair at the southeast corner of the 
grounds. Six months ago the World's Fair 
granted to these railroads the right to erect a 
union depot in the southeast corner of the 
grounds, but the exorbitant charges for land 
immediately south of this point had made it 
problematical whether the railroads would 
avail themselves of the offer. 

This difficulty, it 1s said, is about to be re- 
moved by an agreement between the railroads, 


Chicago agent for the Willard and Alexander 
tracts which lie along the lake shore southeast 
of the grounds, by which twenty acres are to 
be leased to the railroads, 

Mr. Willard refused to give any information 
on the subject other than the fact that Elisha 
Willard of Newport, R. I., was the owner of 
the land and that certain negotiations were 
pending by which it would be leased for a cer- 
tain time to certain people for certain uses. 
He declined to explain his ** certains ” At 
World’s Fair headquarters it was learned that 
probably before Saturday the deal would be 
consummated and the leases signed. 

This tract is bounded on tne north by the 
southern boundary of the Fair grounds, on the 
east by the lake, on the sputh by Seventy-first 
street, and on the west by Yates avenue. It 
will be used by the railroads for their tracks, 
switching yards, and freight offices. 

By this arrangement the World’s Fair will 
have three main railroad entrances, the Illi- 
now Central at various stations along the 
western side of the grounds, the Baltimore 
and Ohio at the southwest corner, and the 
Pennsylvania system and the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern at the southeast corner. 

What the terms of the lease. will be could 
not be learned, though it is known that the 
rental to be paid by the | railroads was up in 
some big figures. This land lies east of the 
Hyde Park water-works, It formerly con- 
sisted of tall sandhilis with a swamp behind 
them. Before the World's Fair came to Cbi- 
cago this land could have been purchased at a 
few hundred dollars an acre. 

Immediately after the lease is signed the 
railroad companies will at once take steps 
leading to the passage of an ordinance allow- 
ing them to lay their tracks across latted 
streets from South Chicago to the World’s Fair 
grounds. 

This whole plan, however, was ‘seriously 
crippled*by the row last evening between the 
Illinbis Central and the Baltimore and Ohio 
roads, The complications between the Expo- 
sition, the Baltimore and Ohio, and the city 
on the one side and the Illinois Central on the 
other over the dissolution of the injunc- 
tion at Seventy-first street will prevent 
any progress until their settlement is 
attived at. This Willard tract cannot be 
reached until still other obst ructious are re- 
moved, prominent among which is the dispute 
at Nioety- fifth street between the Ruck Island, 
Belt Line, Baltimore and Ohio, and Illinois 
Central roads relative to the crossing of the

SUPPLY CUT OFF BY FIRE, 


World's Fair Lithographic Stones De- 
stroyed by Fire at Springfield, O0. 

The output af World's Fair. advertising 
lithographs has been cut off suddenly by the 
burning of Winter's Art Lithograph com- 
pany’s plant at Springfield, O., Monday 
night. The supply of printed lithographs 
held in reserve by the company is sufficient to 
answer all present purposes, however, and, al- 
though it is probable that 4 large number of 
the 254 lithographing stones used in making 
the World's Fair views have been destroyed, 
they will be replaced immediately, it is said, 
and the contracts will be tilled ‘promptly and 
satisfactorily. 

Edwin Shivell, the Vice-President of the 
company, left yesterday afternoon for Spring- 
field, where he has been called on account of 
the fire. He said’ that, although many of the 
expensive stones had been destroyed, all ex- 
cept one of the original drawings were in the 
Chicago studio of the eompany. As soon as 
the true extent of the r is determined a 
force of men will be kept at work night and 
day until the company is putina shape to 


| commence operations again. 


There is a possibility that the plant will be 
removed from Springfield to this city, where 
the main office and studio of the company age 
situated. The project will be brought before 
the owners, and if the plan 1s adopted the 
work of removal will begin immediately and 
the new plant will be ready for operation by 
the time the Worid’s Fair plates have been 
replaced.
